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@W HOLESALE DESTRUCTION 


Mere Havee and Destruction by 
the Wild Winds Mann Lives 
Lost and a Large Area of Coun- 


try Devastated. 
Sr. Louis, Mav 20. 


Reports from Siaunton, III., state 

that during the tornado Friday night 
some dozen or more graders on the 
Chicago, Springfield aud St. Louis 
railroad were in camp in an orchard 
when the storm cameon. Trees were 
uprooted and hurled against the tents, 
injuring more or less allthe men in 
them, killing two. The killed are E. 
Cantwell, a sub-contractor, aud Alva 
Rerry, aged 14, son of Joho Berry, 
toreman. The fatally injured are 
Florence Berry, daughter of the fore- 
man; George Burns; Arthur Robin- 
son, aged 4, son ofthe sutler of the 
grading party. The badly injured are 
Minnie Berry, aged 12, another daugh- 
ter of foreman Berry; Win. Smith, 
August Johnson, Ed. Cantwell, a son 
of the sub-contractor; Mike Shea, Jas. 
Riley and Mike Butler, all members 
of the railroad party. The storm 
raged with great violence in the ter- 
ritory embraced between a line drawn 
from Keokuk to Danville and another 
line from St. Louis to Vincennes. 
There seems to have been three dis- 
tinct storms in Illinois. 
property is much more serious in this 
district than on the Missouri river. 
In the neighborhood of Wentzville 
the storm did frightful havoc. About 
a mile from Wentzville the house of 
Mrs, Richards was blown away and 
ber son James, 18 years, and a child 
two years ofage, were fatally injured. 
A number of farm-houses were 
wrecked and the occupants injured. 

The tornado plowed through three 
counties in Missouri — Montgomery, 
Warren and St. Charles. Besides de- 
stroying a large amount of property it 
killed and seriously wounded over 20 
people. The greatest destruction was 
wrought in St. Charles county, where 
a large number of farm-houses and 
other buildings were leveled. Douglas 
Luckett, wife and two daughters were 
all fatally injured. John Jenkins was 
killed and his two sons fatally injured. 
In the neighborhood of Florisdel, St. 
Charles county, and thence for 15 
miles into Warren county, the track 
of the storm is traced by numerous 
wrecks, and about 20 people were more 
or less injured. On Dog Prairie sev- 
eral large costly houses and barns 
loaded with grain were demolished. 
On Allen Prairie dwellings and out- 
houses shared the same fate. On 
Louter Island, in the Missouri river, 
the storm totally destroyed five dwel- 
lings and all outhouses, Losses in 
the three counties will run up into 
hundreds of thousands. 

In Illinois the storm raged in about 
the same manner as it did in Missouri, 
the chief damage, however, being to 
country property, it striking no town 
of any considerable size. In the vi- 
cinity of Edwardsville three residences 
were utterly wrecked, and Mrs. Frank 
Masey was instantly killed. Her fa- 
ther, M. K. Bennett, and all other 
members of the family were injured. 
A well on the place containing 20 teet 
of water was sucked perfectly dry. 
Wolf's store at Hamel, « few miles 
from: Edwardsville, was blown to 
pieces and four persons killed, names 
not known. At Woodsboro a brick 
school-house, a church and three res- 
idences were blown down, and James 
Carr and wife were seriously injured. 
In Dewitt county nine houses were 
destroyed near Kinney, and several 
others in Texas township, and three 
persons named Clifton killed, besides 
about a dozen badly injured. The 
house of a man named McPherson, 
containing six persons, was lifted into 
the air and carried 100 feet and set 
down again, but nobody received a 
scratch.

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ARABIAN MILLET. 


A Disappointed Farmer —- The 
Frost Kills His Grass. 

J. W. Brown of Coyote creek, 
pear Unionville, writes the Silver 
State that he is very sorry to have 
to contradict any statement he 
may have made to induce any per- 
son to go to the expense of pur- 
chasing Arabian grass seed at the 
price it has been selling for, or to 
create the impression that the 
grass would stand the frost as well 
as alfalfa. He has recently dis- 


covered beyond doubt that it will 
not stand Nevada Winters, as the 
roots on his land do not penetrate 
the ground any deeper than grain. 
At thedate of Mr. Brown’s letter 
a 16th), when his alfalfa was a 
oot high, there were no signs of 
the Arabian grass above ground; in 
fact, the roots seemed to be dead, 
and he believes it isan entire fail- 
ure. He was confident until a short 
time ago that it would start, so he 
prepared some good land and pro- 
cured more of the seed at a very 
high price, but since then he har- 
rowed the ground over aud sowed 
it to alfalfa, as he belleves that to 
be the chief of grasses, at least for 
his land, as it requires but little 
water, and yields well and makes 
} hay. 

While this is very discouraging 
to those who have incurred consid- 
erable expense in procuring and 
sowing Arabian grass seed, a 
writer in the Ogden ot of a re- 
cent date asserts that after it is 
once started Arabian millet is proof 
against droughts or frosts. As con- 
siderable of it has been sowed in 
this section this Spring, it will be 
thoroughly tested, and a year hence 
many will know by actual expe- 
rience whether it will survive Ne- 
vada Winters or not.
